FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES 


Meeting of Constitutional Group 


“We are dealing in the Federation with an absolute 
dictatorship,” declared Lieut. Bernard Homa, R.A.M.C., 
when addressing a meeting of Presidents and delegates of 
Federation Synagogues which was called by the Executive 
of the Constitutional Group of the Federation and was held 
at the Queens Hall, Myrdie Street, E.1, on Thursday even- 
ing of last week for the purpose of discussing the present 
position in the Federation. 

Ihe Vice-President of the Group, Mr. Jack Goldberg 
said that sympathy for their movement had increased and 
they were getting the active support of every Synagogue 
in the East End of London. 

Lieut. Homa. who was home on leave for Passover. 
stress¢d the fact that the problem of the constitutional 
methods of the Federation of Synagogues was one that 
faced Anglo-Jewry and was a cancer that was eating into 
the community. He recalled the events which had marked 
the Constitutional Group's efforts to secure that the Federa- 
tion be conducted by constitutional methods, the attempts 
the Group had made to obtain a proper election of officers. 
which was long over-due, and the various things that had 
been done to frustrate the Group's efforts 

In the matter of the demand for an election, Dr. Homa 
recalled that the Beth Din gave their decision, which had 
been published in THe JEWISH CHRONICL! Ihe Beth Din 
had decided in the Constitutional Group's favour that first of 
all there must be an election in the week heginning October 
1S: that that election should be by ballot and that ever, 
delegate had a right to stand tor election

Regulations to be Strengthened

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A Thought for the Sabbath 
Day 


At first sight the superscription to Psalm 92, the 
Psalm for the Sabbath Day, appears to be a mistake. 
[here is no apparent connection of ideas between the 
title “A Psalm, a Song for the Sabbath Day” and 
the actual contents of the Psalm. There is reference 
neither to the spirit of Sabbath observance nor to its 
ceremonial; we look in vain for a suggestion of the 
blessings of rest from toil, of the joy of the “ added 
soul” of the Sabbath, of thanksgiving for its 
institution, 


At the same time, the subject matter of the Psalm 
and its message 1s clear and straightforward. The key- 
note is struck in the opening words, “ It is a good thing 
to give thanks unto the Lord, and to sing praises unto 
lIhy Name, O Most High.” It is only the brutish man 
and the fool who, lacking in comprehension, and seeing 
all about him the triumph of the wicked, and the 
flourishing of the workers of iniquity, doubts God's 
goodness and justice. Not so the man of contemplation 
and of knowledge. He realises that the fitful trimph 
of evil is but a prelude to its destruction, God's enemies 
shall perish, the workers of iniquity shall be scattered,

Novelist With a Poet’s Instinct

Willie Goldman is near enough to his boyhood and 
adolescence to be able to recount it in detail. Nature has 
endowed him with a gift of words, language, and insight 
which are the attributes of a true poet. 

The great marvel really is that these gifts should have 
survived the surroundings of the slums and the sweatshops 
the moral degradation of unemployment and lack of cultural 
amenities, all of which he puts before us with a simplicity 
which makes more acute this graphic reality.

High Commissioner’s Significant 
Reference 


PURSUING WHITE PAPER POLICY 


[From our Correspondeni—JERUSALEM) 


One of the more important points made by the High 
Commissioner in his speech on assistance to the citrus 
industry was that the institution of a Control Board and 
other proposals for reorganisation would constitute an 
important advance “as marking the determination of 
the Government as a matter of policy to associate 
Palestinians more closely with the control of the affairs 
of Palestine, whether in consultative, advisory, or 
executive capacities.” 

| have italicised the words which indicate the trend 
of the Government's intentions in accordance with the 
first main chapter of the White Paper of May, 1939. 
Having put into effect the last two sections of that 
statement, namely, the regulation of immigration and 
land, the Government apparently now proposes to 
enforce that part which affects its own admunistrative 
interests. 

“ Full Conviction ” 


Public expression was also given, for the first time, to the 
unity shown by representatives of the Jewish and Arab 
communities. True, Sir Harold MacMichael elided some- 
what diplomatically over that feature, but it was none the 
less impressive to find him saying: 

| would ask all whose interests are afiected to remember 
that they owe a considerable debt of gratitude to those 
gentiemen (1.c. Jewish and Arab growers envoys), who have 
presented their case so frankly and lucidly and courteously 
to the Government, for the service they have rendered to 
them and the country at large. I can assure you that their 
representations have carried great weight, and that the fact 
that they presented a united front instead of putting forward 
a medley of independent proposals all directed to the 
furtherance of partisan interests or political ends made fi 
much easier for me to support their’ case with full 
conviction.

JEWISH SCHOOL SYSTEM 
Government Plans Amalgamation. 
UNIFIED SYLLABUS ENVISAGED

Proposals have been made by the Government's Director 
of Education, Mr. Jerome Farrell, for reorganisation of the 
Jewish school system operated by the Vaad Leumi, and have 
aroused a certain amount of antagonism owing to what ts 
stated to be their incompatibility with the internal autonomy 
of administration Mr. J. SS. Bentwich (brother. of Mr. 
Norman Bentwich). who. the Government's Senior 
Inspector of Jewish Schools, has been conferring with 
Jewish representatives on the plan 

Briefly, the proposals envisage the compulsory amalgama- 
tion of the various classes of schools (such as general, 
Labour, Mizrachi, and Orthodox Jewish) into a single unit 
under the control of a central body and the institution of a 


unified syllabus, with a greater measure of Government 
control over internal administration. 

The objections to this are that not only would it be 
interfering with Jewish educational autonomy, especially in 
the sphere of determining curricula, but also that the 
Government contribution towards the total upkeep of 
schools is only 10 per cent. of the aggregate £600,000 per 
annum. 

The negotiations are at present proceeding, and it would 
be premature to indicate what the outcome might be; but 
at all events, it is unlikely that the Jewish bodies will 
accept some of the more far-reaching Government 
conditions. 


NEW IMMIGRATION SCHEDULE 


Bi-Monthly Scheme to Defeat 
** Iilegals ”’ 


ONLY SIXTY LABOUR CERTIFICATES 


Approximately 9,000 Jews, including 4,000 refugees, 
will be admitted for immigration into Palestine under a 
new half-yearly immigration schedule which has been 
announced by the High Commissioner. 

The certificates will, however, not all be issued at one 
time but given proportionately at three bi-monthly 
periods, the first batch comprising 2,050 certificates for 
the period from April 1 until May 30. Additional 
certificates will be issued to wives and children of 
previous immigrants as well as to those immigrating 
under the present schedule. 

Six hundred certificates are provided for immigrants 
of Category A possessing at least £1,000 each. Thirty 
certificates are reserved for Rabbis and. persons under 
Category B2. A thousand certificates for those in 
Category B3 (students, youths, and children), sixty for 
Category C (labour immigrants), and 200 for Category D 
(for parents of residents in Palestine, provided that the 
parents were living in neutral or Allied countries before 
the outbreak of war. Under the same conditions thirty 
certificates will be available for fiancées). 


A Current Check 


The High Commissioner's announcement states that during 
the past year “the volume of Jewish illegal immigration 
has been considerable,” and that in order to keep a current 
check on any’ such immigration which may take place in 
future, and to deduct its numbers from those allewed under 
the quota, it has been decided to prescribe a quota for 
April and May only, which ts one-third of the capacity for 
the half-year 

A similar quota will be issued for the period from June |! 
to July 31, less the number of illegal immigrants recorded 
during the months of April and May, and a third quota will 
be prescribed for the months of August and September, less 
the number of illegal immigrants recorded during June and 
july. The same process will be continued for the half-year 
beginning on October |! 

The High Commissioner s announcement does not refer to 
deductions for any illegal immigration during the time 
before the issuance of the new schedule. It is believed. 
however, that the extent of the previous illegal Aliyah was 
one of the Government's arguments for restricting refugee 
immigration to 4,000 tor the half-year, it being necessary, 
in the Government's view, to limit the immigration of 
relugees, as it is held that illegal immigration is consuming 
the five-year quota of 75,000 refugee immigrants provided 
lor in the White Paper. 


MONTH OF RASHI

Government Plans Amalgamation 
UNIFIED SYLLABUS ENVISAGED

Proposals have been made by the Government's Director 
of Education, Mr. Jerome Farrell, for reorganisation of the 
Jewish school system operated by the Vaad Leumi, and have 
aroused a certain amount of antagonism owing to what is 
stated to be their incompatibility with the internal autonomy 
of administration Mr. J. S. Bentwich (brother of Mr. 
Norman Bentwich), who is the Government's Senior 
Inspector of Jewish Schools, has been conferring with 
Jewish representatives on the plan. 

Briefly, the proposals envisage the compulsory amalgama- 
tion of the various classes of schools (such as general, 
Labour, Mizrachi, and Orthodox Jewish) into a single unit 
under the control of a central body and the institution of a 


unified syllabus, with a greater measure of Government 
control over internal administration. | 

The objections to this are that not only would it be 
interfering with Jewish educational autonomy, especially in 
the sphere of determining curricula, but also that the 
Government contribution towards the total upkeep of 
schools is only 10 per cent. of the aggregate £600,000 per 
annum.

NEW IMMIGRATION SCHEDULE 


Bi-Monthly Scheme to Defeat 
** Iilegals ”’ 


ONLY SIXTY LABOUR CERTIFICATES 


Approximately 9,000 Jews, including 4,000 refugees, 
will be admitted for immigration into Palestine under a 
new half-yearly immigration schedule which has been 
announced by the High Commissioner. 

The certificates will, however, not all be issued at one 
time but given proportionately at three bi-monthly 
periods, the first batch comprising 2,050 certificates for 
the period from April 1 until May 30. Additional 
certificates will be issued to wives and children of 
previous immigrants as well as to those immigrating 
under the present schedule. 

Six hundred certificates are provided for immigrants 
of Category A possessing at least £1,000 each. Thirty 
certificates are reserved for Rabbis and persons under 
Category B2. A _ thousand certificates for those in 
Category B3 (students, youths, and children), sixty for 
Category C (labour immigrants), and 200 for Category D 
(for parents of residents in Palestine, provided that the 
parents were living in neutral or Allied countries before 
the outbreak of war. Under the same conditions thirty 
certificates will be available for fiancées). 


A Current Check 


The High Commissioner's announcement states that during 
the past year “the volume of Jewish illegal immigration 
has been considerable,” and that in order to keep a current 
check on any such immigration which may take place in 
future, and to deduct its numbers from those allowed under 
the quota, it has been decided to prescribe a quota for 
April and May only, which is one-third of the capacity for 
the half-year. 

A similar quota will be issued for the period from June 1 
to July 31, less the number of illegal immigrants recorded 
during the months of April and May, and a third quota will 
be prescribed for the months of August and September, less 
the number of illegal immigrants recorded during June and 
July. The same process will be continued for the half-year 
beginning on October | 

The High Commissioner's announcement does not refer to 
deductions for any illegal immigration during the time 
before the issuance of the new schedule. It ts. believed, 
however, that the extent of the previous illegal Aliyah was 
one of the Government's arguments for restricting refugee 
immigration to 4,000 for the half-year, it being necessary, 
in the Government's view, to limit the immigration of 
refugees, as it is held that illegal immigration is. consuming 
the five-year quota of 75,000 refugee immigrants provided 
for in the White Paper.

JEWISH PHILANTHROPY 
IN AMERICA 


100 Million Dollars Budget 
DR. NAHUM GOLDMANN’S TRIBUTE 


At a Paris function organised in his honour by the Keren 
Hayesod, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Chairman of the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the World Jewish Congress, spoke of 
the importance of the Jews of America in world Jewry of 
to-day. 

Even if the Jews in Europe succeeded in re-establishing 
their former position, he declared, American Jews would 
maintain their present importance because of their large 
numbers, their prosperity, arid their broad-mindedness. It 
was estimated that the Jews in the United States were spend- 
ing as much as one hundred million dollars on foreign 
relief and on the support of their communal institutions. 
That formidable budget was covered entirely by voluntary 
contributions. The annual budget of the United Jewish 
Appeal, which provided the means for foreign relief and 
Palestine work, amounted to more than twenty million 
dollars. Communal needs were absorbing nearly seventy- 
five million dollars annually and, in addition, almost five 
million dollars were being given every year by individual 
Jews in America for the support of relatives and friends in 
Europe and Palestine 

It was the great task of European Jewry, Dr. Goldmann 
concluded, to mobilise the vast resources of American Jewry 
in the service of the common cause. 3 

Since his return to Europe from his American tour, Dr. 
Goldmann has had interviews with M. Paul Reynaud, the 
French Premier, and M. Georges Mandel, France's Colonial 
Minister.

JEWISH COMMUNITIES IN 
RUMANIA 


Equal Status Demanded 
THREAT TO SHECHITA FEARED 


Dr. Wilhelm Filderman, President of the Union of 
Rumanian Jewish Communities, and Dr. Alexander Safran, 
the Chief Rabbi, were received last week by the Minister 
for Public Worship. The two Jewish leaders demanded that 
the Government should grant autonomy to the Jewish 
religious communities, which, they urged, ought to enjoy 
the same rights as the other religious communities, 

The Jewish religious communities, they further urged, 
ought to be able to direct the spiritual life of the Jewish 
population as well as supervise their own administration. 

The Minister, it is understood, received the demand 
sympathetically. 

lt is believed that, at the instigation of the Greek Orthodox 
Church of Rumania, a move was on foot to effect a total 
prohibition of Shechita. It is thought that the conversations 
between Drs. Filderman and Safran and the Minister have 
resulted in staving off the threat to Shechita, at least for the 
tume being. But grave anxiety is still felt on this score. 
The fact that such a prohibition would be in flagrant contra- 
diction of the Rumanian Constitution does not afford much 
assurance in that country. 


The Nazi Government has permitted 480 Polish-Jewish 
prisoners of war who were captured while fighting with the 
Polish Army to return to Lithuanian territory. As they 
were born in the neighbourhood of Vilna, which is now 
annexed to Lithuania, the German Government has agreed 
to repatriate them to that country. 


CARPATHO-RUTHENIA 


Jews Under Hungarian Misrule 
JEW-LAW PROVISIONS EXCEEDED 
At the Mercy of Nazi Scum 


A Jewish Telegraphic Agency correspondent has just com- 
pleted a survey of the Jewish population in Carpatho- 
Ruthenia, whom he describes as facing a hopeless future. 

From the very first day of the territory's incorporation, 
he points out, the Jews in Carpatho-Ruthenia became 
subject to the anti-Jewish laws of Hungary. But in 
Carpatho-Ruthenia the laws are applied with much greater 
severity than in Hungary itself. 

In Munkac, which is a stronghold of Jewish Orthodoxy, 
the Jews represent about 60 per cent. of the total population 
of about 30,000. Until the return of Munkac to Hungary 
and the application of the anti-Semitic laws, the Jews lived 
on cordial terms with their Hungarian fellow-citizens. They 
were completely Magyarised and considered themselves 
Hungarians rather than Ruthenians or Slovaks. The return 
of Munkac to Hungary, however, which occurred simul- 
taneously with the passage of the second Hungarian Jew-law, 
has given the control of the town to the Nazi elements 
among the Hungarians, who are now rewarding the Jews for 
their past loyalty by ruthlessly depriving them of every 
means of earning a living. 


Cold Pogrom in Action 


Of the forty Jewish lawyers who were practising in 
Munkac a year ago, thirty-five have been struck off the 
register, and even the remaining five are subject to all sorts 
of discrimination. More than 700 Jewish merchants, 
artisans, teachers, clerks, and civil employees have been 
removed ajJready, and an6dther SOO were to be deprived of 
their jobs or their licences by Wednesday last. — 

In Hungary proper, Jewish merchants and artisans have 
not been affected by the Jew-law, although Jews are for- 
bidden to open new businesses until the proportion of Jews 
in the commercial life of the country has been reduced to 
12 per cent. In Carpatho-Ruthenia, however, the authorities 
are exceeding the spirit of the law and are actually turning 
out established traders and artisans. 

While in most Hungarian towns the ultimate effect of the 
Jew-law will be to deprive one Jew out of three of his 
livelihood, its effect in Munkac will be to deprive four out 
of five of their means of earning a living. 

This dark outlook is not limited to Munkac alone. The 
Jews of Ungvar, Csap, Beregszasz, Huszt, and other neigh- 
bouring towns are facing the same hopeless future. 


Jews Living on a Shilling a Month 


In Kassa, sixty-five miles north-west of Munkac, which is 
still the busiest town in Carpatho-Ruthenia, although it has 
suffered severely since its incorporation in Hungary, the 
Nazi movement is most powerful. Arrow crosses are 
painted all over the city, and the young Nazis delight in 
painting them on Jewish shop-windows. More than 500 
Jewish merchants have been forced to close their shops in 
the past year, and an equal number of employees have been 
deprived of their jobs. 

320 Jewish families have been expelled from Kassa 


because they were unable to prove to the satisfaction of the’ 


police that they were Hungarian citizens. The situation has 
been complicated by the fact that approximately 4,000 
Jewish refugees from Slovakia and Poland have settled in 
Kassa and have placed an additional burden on the city’s 
normal population of 8,000 Jews, of whom 3,100 are com- 
pletely dependent on charity. 

The funds of the local Jewish Community are so limited 
that only 90 filler (about one shilling) per month per person 
will be available for relief from now on. 

So far as can be ascertained, no non-Jews have been 
deprived of their trading licences in Carpatho-Ruthenia. 
Altogether, 2.430 Jewish merchants and artisans have been 
deprived of their licences in Munkac, Beregszasz, and 
Unevar alone. 


IN THE LUBLIN GHETTO 
Suicides Increasing 


Among the anti-Jewish regulations now enforced by the 
Nazis in Lublin is one enacting that any Jew who appears 
in the street without a yellow patch at the back of his 
clothes and an armlet bearing the Shield of David, will 
receive twenty strokes with the lash in public, and be 
imprisoned for three months. Jewish pedestrians are for- 


bidden to look at “Aryans” and they must bow to all. 


uniformed Germans and leave the pavement when they 
meet them. Whenever Jewish pedestrians see a group of 
German soldiers marching they must go from the street. 
All Jews transported to Lublin have now to be registered 
with the local Jewish community for slave labour for the 
Nazis. Jews are forbidden to carry any money in their 
pockets. 
The number of Jewish suicides in the city is growing daily. 


CINEMA EXHIBITORS HANGED 


All exhibitors in German-occupied Poland who had shown 
“ The Confessions of a Nazi Spy.” in their cinemas before 
the war have been hanged, reports La CiIneEMATOGRAPHIE 
FRANCAISE, Of Paris. The paper states that the film has 
been shown, however, in Russian-occupied Poland. It will 
be recalled that “ Professor Mamlock” has also recently 
been shown in Russia.

British “ papers” found by 
German troops in Norway has only elicited the ironic 
neutral comment that “ the Germans are lucky; they 
always find convenient documents wherever they go.” 
The sum and total result is that the egregious Nazi 
Minister and the rest of the shady Nazi adventurers 
stand irrevocably revealed as a band of scurrilous 
liars, such as the Air Minister declared Ribben- 
trop to be. And that, with so many weak-kneed 
pro-Nazis still burbling their treachery-cowardice in 
this country, is something gained, or one hopes so. 
It must be vigorously emphasised, however, that it 
is by these men, by Ribbentrop and his Nazi clique 
with their debauch of treachery, chicanery, and deceit, 
that the murky flood cf slander against the Jews has 
been sent into every land with the set object of rotting 
the national unity. They have “found papers” re- 
flecting on Jews, too. Minutes of meetings—such as 
those of the “ Elders of Zion ’—-have figured in their 
anti-Jewish ravings, as they now do in the Ribbentrop 
anti-British tirade. Are we not now entitled to say to 
anti-Semites, actual or incipient, “* Behold ‘the tainted 
source from which the allegations against Jews are 
drawn and judge their credibility”? And are we not 
justified in denouncing the unthinking folly of those 
of them who take refuge in the popular fallacy of “ no 
smoke without fire ’—a fallacy upon which Ribben- 
trop relies to drive home his monotonously repeated 
but completely false accusations against the British 
people? Let it now be thoroughly realised that the 
anti-Jewish aspersions are the emanations of unex- 
ampled liars beside whom Ananias himself would 
“han his diminished head” in shame at his own 
incompetence. 


The second consolation § arising of the 
Norwegian im usion is that it has at last startled many 
peoples into an understanding of the “ Fifth Column ~ 
menace that lurks within their gates. They have seen 
how Ncrway’s domestic traitors have handed their 
county on a platter to the incoming enemy, and they 
have awakened with a shudder to the revelation.

But even “ small groups of people ” can work havoc. 
A single individual can blow up an arsenal—or fire a 
Reichstag. And even the patent ineffectiveness of 
open political activities can. serve as a means of 
blinding the onlooker to the more sinister things 
that are too often carried on under cover of it. 

There has just been published by the Pilot Press a 
little sixpenny book called “I Saw the Invader.” It 
is written by a Norwegian who escaped from Oslo just 
as the Germans were marching in-- a man named 
Ejna Dybwad. He describes a conversation with 
another Norwegian, Eyolf Skanske, nephew of a 
University Professor and a’member of the Party of 
National Unity, the Norwegian Nazis. The author 
tells us that this was a strange party, for it had not a 
single seat in Parliament, and its membership was 
only a few thousands, and at certain times only a few 
hundred. There is a familiar ring in those words. 
lt is just what people say about certain “ small groups 
of people” in Britain. In the conversation referred 
to there was a sharp difference of view between the 
two men about whether Scandinavia should or should 
not throw in its lot with Germany. Three days later, 
on April 2—-a week before the German invasion— 
they met again: 


“Im afraid that youll soon have to change your 
views, Mr. Dybwad,” said Skanske.... “Do you 
think that Germany is going to stand for this so-called 
neutrality? . . . Quisling ts only waiting to take over 
the power... . Ll advise \ou . .. to weigh your words 
They may get you into serious trouble.” 


carefully. 
Evidently Skanske was well primed about the 
imminent Nazi irruption. 
The author has something to say about Quisling, of 
whom he knows a great deal. He tells us that he was 


“an unimportant, colourless litthe man in Norwegian 
politics. The Norwegian papers treated him as a joke 

as a political Mickey Mouse, a clown, an _ undis- 
criminating admirer and imitator of Hitler and 
Mussolini.” 


Quisling vociferously hated and despised the “old” 
democracies, and, copying the smoke-screen tactics of 
the Nazis, began a sharp anti-Semitic campaign. The 
sensible and peaceful Norwegians did not listen to this 
would-be Fuhrer. They refused to vote for him, 
and—mark these words—* during his long campaign 
and activity as a Fuhrer he could not attain a single 
seat in the Storting.” 

Yet the day came when this German hireling sold 
the pass to the enemy! 

The vast and overwhelming majority of Britons, of 
course, have not in them the makings of a Quisling. 
But there is what The Times calls “ that assortment 
of British citizens, ranging from the smug to the 
seditious,” whose activities, as our contemporary says, 
may be as dangerous as those of the “ so-called enemy 
aliens * (upon whom the lightning is mostly made to 
play). There are some, as Time and Tide warns us, 
whose sympathies and activities are obscure, and “ it 
is in these quarters especially that a watch should be 
kept.” Happily, the Home Secretary is alive to the 
fact that the possible consequences of continuous 
attempts to impede the war effort cannot be ignored, 
and gives the assurance that he is “considering 
whether some strengthening of the Regulations is 
desirable for the purpose of checking activities speci- 
fically directed towards impeding the national war 
effort.” We hope that such action will be swift and 
thorough, and that it will fasten on the responsible 
individuals, as well as on their tools. Better that than 
a rude awakening when it is too late and the irre- 
parable damage is done! 


MILLIONS FOR PHILANTHROPY 

Some strixing figures of American Jewry’s expendi- 
ture on foreyvn relief and domestic communal institu- 
tions were recently given by Dr. Nahum Goldmann, 
the Chairmar of the Administrative Committee of the 
World Jews’ Congress. The annual budget of the 
United Jewis » Appeal, which is concerned with benevo- 
lent activity in other countries and with Palestine work, 
totals, he says, more that twenty million dollars. Local 
communal needs absorbed nearly seventy-five millions 
annually. And, in addition, almost five million dollars 
are being given every year by individual Jews for the 
support of relatives and friends in Europe and Palestine. 
In other words, something like 100 million dollars— 
or twenty-five million pounds—are being raised every 
year from the Jews in the United States in purely 
voluntary gifts for works of mercy, as well as of recon- 
struction—or about £5 per head of the whole Jewish 
population of ,the country. Even taking into account 
the considerable proportion of the total which has 
probably come from a wealthy minority, these figures 
form a wonderful tribute to the munificence, the Jewish 
solidarity, and the sense of responsibility of our co- 
religionists in the United States, and it is certain that, 
without an American Jewry, the hideous plight of 
millions of European Jews would be far graver even 
than it is to-day. 


BRITISH JEWRY'S BLUNDER 

GIVEN a continuance of this open-handed generosity 
in the future—and in this connection we must remem- 
ber that it is itself only a repetition of the succour 
brought from the same source at the time. of the last 
war—it is clear that American Jewry will play a large 
and indeed dominant part when the wreckage of 
European Jewry comes to be salvaged at the conclusion 
of the present turmoil. For that great stand-by there 
must be heartfelt thanks in many Jewish hearts. 
Whether British Jewry is playing an equal part in the 
sphere of public Jewish expenditure, even recollecting 
its far smaller numbers, it is hard to say, for no com- 
parable figures are available. For reasons of economy 
—which must appear, in the light of present-day 
expenditures, merely short-sighted niggardliness—all 
pre-war proposals for the establishment.of a Jewish 
statistical bureau came to naught. We have had only 
too much cause, since then, to rue that foolish parsi- 
mony and to resolve that the peace, when it comes, shall 
inaugurate, among other things, a well-found statis- 
tical Department capable of affording reliable figures 
concerning the whole field of Anglo-Jewish life. 


CULTURAL CONTRIBUTIONS 


MEANWHILE in the region of Jewish philanthropy, at 
any rate, American Jewry holds an eminent place, 
whatever the criticisms passed on its own internal 
conditions. Whether it is destined also to exert a 
mighty influence in the religious and intellectual con- 
solidation and regeneration of world Jewry only tmme 
can tell. It is a great and an honourable mission for any 
community, but one need certainly not despair of its 
fulfilment by our brethren across the Atlantic. Much 
has come from America in the past in the way of 
contributions to the spread of Jewish scholarship. And 
we do not forget its signal help in the creation of the 
greatest Jewish intellectual service of modern times— 
the Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 


REFUGEES’ BENEFICENT ENTERPRISE 
ACCORDING to the Home Secretary, in a recent state- 

ment, reports covering only a small proportion of the 

country show that upwards of 120 industrial establish- 


ments employing 6,000 people have been set up by 


refugees. What the figures for the whole country must 
be, nobody, not even our own community, seems able 
to say, despite the importance of this information. It 
is a great pity, for there can be no doubt that such 
figures would show that these refugee enterprises form 
a very considerable addition to the productive effort 
of the country in the present crisis, and to that extent 
would act as a wholesome corrective to the cruel anti- 
refugee propaganda so deliberately and persistently 
conducted. Such propaganda, producing wide and mis- 
chievous effects among the ignorant and the gullible, 
could be even more decisively refuted if freer play were 
given to the refugee elements. In particular the work 


they could do in sustaining and increasing the vital 
British export trade could, if they were offered a fair 
chance, be an eye-opener to ill-disposed sceptics. That 
it should still be retarded or barred in spite of a multi- 


tude of appeals remains a mystery in the national 
emergency.

“JEWS ARRESTED” 


A NEWS agency message from Milan last week 
announced that seven foreign Jews had been arrested 
there and charged with being in possession of counter- 
fet British banknotes. In several English papers the 
headline given to the paragraph was “ Jews Arrested 
On Forgery Charge.” Why it should have been 
deemed necessary, or even a point of additional 
interest, to single out the allegation that the accused 
were Jews, it is not easy to see. The particular religion 
or race to which they belonged had no relevance to 
the incident—unless in view of recent Italian aping of 
the Nazis it was an over-subtle attempt to throw sus- 
picion on the charge. It neither minimised nor aggra- 
vated the supposed offence. In any case, the mere fact 
that the arrests took place in a country given over to 
anti-Semitism and especially to hatred of foreign Jews 
there, now under threat of expulsion, might have 
inspired reasonable doubts in the minds of the news- 
papers concerned as to the substance of the allegation. 
The best that could be said for the paragraph and its 
headline is that Jewish criminality seemed so compara- 
tively rare to those that wrote them that its occurrence 
deserved to be specially noted. But while that explana- 
tion might be flattering to Jewish pride its truth is 
more than doubtful. As it is, the report was only. likely 
to give More ammunition to the enemies of the Jewish 
people. The newspapers responsible were probably 
actuated by nothing more than sheer thoughtlessness in 
_ this matter, or perhaps by careless hdelity to a disagreeable 
habit which once crept into the British press. It is to 
be hoped that the successful protests made against that 
habit years ago will remain successful. The present, of 
all times, is not one for its revival. 


BROADCASTS IN YIDDISH? 


Way should not the foreign broadcasts, now grown 
sO numerous, embrace some in the Yiddish language? 
To-day, these excellent efforts extend to all kinds 
of peoples and tongues and it is not unimportant, on 
grounds both of compassion and policy, that their 
revealing truths should be conveyed to the millions of 
European Jews now in the grip of anxiety and perhaps 
of despair. Although the first impulse may be to 
reject such a proposal as unnecessary, if not fantastic, 
a little reflection will show that it is not without substance. 
There are many Jews as well as non-Jews in Eastern 
Europe, in Russia, Hungary, the Baltic States, and in the 
Balkans, to whom from long tradition or usage Yiddish is 
the /ingua franca. Their lot is not cast in pleasant places 
just now, and their very considerable numbers make 
them an element not to be belittled in the dissemina- 
tion of the truth concerning present-day facts and 
prospects. The responsible authorities in this country 
are, by their sober broadcasts—so convincing, in com- 
parison with the wild barrage of German propaganda 
which, as one writer puts it, is “ stunning ~ the foreign 
public as well as disgusting it—doing great things for 
the Allied cause. Half the people of Norway are said 
to be listening in just now to the daily messages from 
Britain and France. It is certain that a short one, 
periodically, to the Yiddish-understanding millions of 
the Continent would be, to them, equally welcome, and 
not without considerable value to Allied interests.

The Birmingham branch of the B.U.F. has failed in an 
attempt to extend its influence to the suburb of Handsworth.

A deputation of residents, mainly women, inter- 
viewed the landlord, who was informed that feeling was so 
high that if the offending propaganda remained in the 
window the property would be damaged as a protest. As 
a result, a notice has been placed’ in the window stating 
that owing to the attitude of certain residents, and in defer- 
ence to the wishes of the landlord, the premises ceased to be 
British Union headquarters.

Representative Council to Intensify 
Activities

BE CO-ORDINATED ? 


Board of Guardians’ Suggestion 
{From our Correspondent] 


Presiding at the annual meeting of the Liverpool Jewish 
Board of Guardians last week, Mr. Herbert Wolf said he 
was glad to note from the annual report that the Com- 
munity was becoming “ Board conscious.” He had always 
emphasised throughout the period he had served as 
Treasurer that it was dangerous for any charity to depend 
upon the few instead of the many, After pointing out the 
success achieved by the Merseyside German-Jewish Refugee 
Committee in raising £5,500 last year by means of weekly 
collections and social functions, while £13,500 was raised 
in special donations for the Council of German Jewry, Mr. 
Wolf said it was only logical to assume that if £19,000 could 
be raised for the victims of aggression an additional £1,000 
per annum could be raised for the victims of poverty. 

The Community, said the speaker, should regard all 
philanthropic endeavour as endeavour to be directed for 
the benefit of “charity,” instead of the many ~ pet 
charities.” He had arrived at the conclusion that the time 
was opportune for enlarging upon the scheme initiated by 
Mr. S. H. Gluckstein, a former President of the Board, 
for co-ordinating the Jewish charities of Liverpool. He 
hoped that a Sub-Committee would be set up to investigate 
this matter thoroughly. 

A message was read from Mr. Moss Greenberg, 
Treasurer, who was absent through indisposition, reporting 
that the income from all sources for the year was £4,008 
and expenditure £3,967; that subscriptions had decreased 
by £88, boxes collections by £73, and the Holy-day appeals 
by £30. 

The Chairman announced that Mr. Rene H. M. Beer 
had generously agreed to give the sum of £250 towards 
liquidating the overdraft, conditional on the Community's 
raising an amount of £750 for the like purpose. 

The following were re-elected: Messrs. Herbert Wolf, 
President: E. A. Behrend and Rex A. L. Cohen, Vice- — 
Presidents: Moss Greenberg, Treasurer; and the Rev. S. 
Frampton. Hon. Secretary. 


A FASCIST’S FEEBLE ARGUMENT 
Debate With Councillor Bevins 


A large audience attended the Abercromby Conservative 
Club, Liverpool, last week to hear a debate on the subject 
of “is the War Against Nazi Germany Justified” between 
Councillor J. R. Bevins and Mr. E. Lounsbach, Organising 
Secretary of the Manchester British Union of Fascists. The 
Fascist brought with him a large group of supporters who, 
in spite of the appeal of the Chairman for a fair hearing 
for both sides, continually interrupted and heckled Mr. 
Bevins. 

Councillor Bevins’s case was that German aggression was 
directed towards ultimate European and world domination. 
He quoted the actual words of the Nazi leaders to prove 
this. Nazism had come to power and existed to-day on a 
policy of hatred. They hated and persecuted all minorities, 
Social Democrats, Catholics, Communists, and, most of all, 
the Jews. When Mr. Bevin mentioned some of the brutal 
treatment to which members of these minorities had been 
subjected there was loud, but very obviously mechanical and 
practised. laughter from the Fascist supporters. Nazism, 
Mr. Bevins showed, meant the end of freedom and justice. 
It was for the preservation of those fundamental human 
values, he said, that we were fighting. 


Misquoting “The Jewish Chronicle ” 

Speaking against the motion, Mr. Lounsbach said that 
there was not the slightest need for this country to take 
part in every European quarrel which had really nothing 
at all to do with us. He proceeded to give what he called 
the “true position’ regarding the things we were fighting 
for, and launched out on the usual Fascist tirade against 
nternational finance.” 

In reply to a question by Councillor Bevins regarding 
Britain's financial interests in Poland, the speaker retorted : 
“ Sixty-nine per cent. of the business and capital in Poland 
was in Jewish hands. My authority for these figures is no 
less than THe JewtsH CHrRonicce of last October.” By what 
seemed a prearranged signal, this utterance was greeted by 
frantic applause from the Fascists. 

_ The Fascist’s alleged quotation from THe Jewisn CHronicie 
is a typical Jew-baiter’s distortion. No such ridiculous state- 
ment as he alleges has, of course, ever appeared in these 
columns. What he presumably had in mind was a passage in 
our mssue of October 13, 1939, where, in surveying the “ carve- 


up” of Poland by Germany and Russia, the town of Lodz 
was referred to as “ the Manchester of: Poland,” and it was 
said with regard to this textile centre that about sixty per cent. 
of the textile industry im Ledz was owned by Jews. In Fascist 
veracity this becomes: “ Sixty-nine per cent. of the business and 
capital in Poland was in Jewish hands ”'! 


The Merseyside Peleg of Habonim has resumed its 
activities.

Glasgow Minister’s Advice 


(From our Correspondent] 


“I only wish it were possible to have in Britain and 
other parts of the world the same cordial relations between 
Jews and non-Jews as they have in the United States,” 
said Rabbi S. H. Baron, in the course of an address to the 
members of the Austrian Club in Glasgow last week. 

Rabbi Baron, who is Minister of the Glasgow Progressive 
Synagogue, was speaking on “ Jewish-Christian Relationship 
in America,” and said that he had had close personal contact 
with Jews and non-Jews in the United States over a period 
of twenty years. 

Excellent work in the promotion of better understanding 
had been done by the B'nai B'rith, which had been estab- 
lished in America nearly a century ago. The American 
B'nai B'rith had not set itself up as an exclusive club, 
but had made its aim and principle the enrolment in its 
ranks of every Jew, in every walk of life, who wished to 

rticipate in its activities. Through its Anti-Defamation 
eague, it had acted promptly in eliminating manifesta- 
tions of anti-Semitism in the Press, or on the stage or radio. 

Rabbi Baron said he had taken an active part in an 
organisation known as the National Conference of Jews and 
Christians, which had three co-Chairmen, a Protestant, a 
Catholic, and a Jew. 

Dealing with the position in Britain, he expressed the 
view that the Jews could help towards a better understanding 
by abandoning what, at times, amounted to anti-Gentilism. 
More personal contact would achieve better results than 
organised bodies. 


Dr. L. Wertheim, President of the Club. was in the 
Chair. 


BOARD OF GUARDIANS’ FINANCES 


While the expenditure of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
has increased by £120 for the quarter ending March, 1940, 
the revenue has dropped by over £400 for the same period, 
as compared with the corresponding three months of 1939. 
This was revealed in the quarterly financial statement 
presented by Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P.. Treasurer, at the 
monthly Council meeting of the Board last week. Mr. B. 
Strump, J.P., presided. 

The number of applicants for Passover relief had been 
higher than ever previously experienced. Many of the 
Board’s most energetic workers were now serving with 
H.M. Forces or engaged in war work, and he appealed to 
subscribers to forward their subscriptions direct during the 
present emergency. 

In connection with grants to refugees, it was agreed that 
the Jewish Organisations would fulfil their obligations. and 
ensure: that the refugees would not become a liability on 
the general community. 


SKELMORLIE HOSTEL OPENED 


‘Education Authority’s Co-operation 


The Hostel established by the Glasgow Education Board 
for Jewish children evacuees at Skelmorlie, Ayrshire, was 
opened last week. Mr. L. Daets, J.P.. performed the 
opening ceremony, and the Rev. Dr. Ll. K. Cosgrove 
dedicated the building. 

Dr. Cosgrove expressed the gratitude of the Jewish Com- 
munity to the Glasgow education authority and to Coun- 
cillor Ross, of Skelmorlie, for their support in carrying out 
the scheme. Mr. R. M. Allardyce, Director of Education 
for Glasgow, in reply, complimented the Hostel Committee 
on the arrangements they had made, and said he thought 
they belittled their own share in the project. The Jewish 
Community itself, and in particular Dr. M. Friedlander and 
Mr. B. Glasser, deserved credit for so ably putting the case 
for the Hostel before the authority. 

Other speakers included Mr. Johnstone, Deputy Director 
of Education for Glasgow, Councillor Ross, Mr. L. Jack- 
son, Dr. Friedlander, Mr. Glasser, and Mr. H. Solomon. 

Fifty evacuee children from various districts in Scotland 
are now in residence at the Hostel. Accommodation is 
provided for sixty-five children, and another fifteen evacuees 
will be transferred there shortly. Mrs. L. Lubin has been 
appointed Matron, and the Head Teacher is Mr. M. 
Louvish, M.A. 


CO-OPERATION OF YOUTH GROUPS 


Representatives of the various Jewish youth organisa- 
tions in the city attended a meeting of the newly formed 
Glasgow Jewish Youth Representative Council, held in the 
Board of Guardians rooms. Mr. E. Goldberg, who 
presided, outlined the aims of the organisation, which was 
established to co-ordinate the activities of all local youth 
groups. The programme includes Zionist and Jewish Defence 
activities and refugee relief work.

The Seder on the first two evenings, when the tables were 
gay with Sussex spring flowers, afforded a festal scene 
which will long be remembered by these children from the 
East End of London. Some of the girls wore new frocks 
specially made for them for the Festival by their non- 
Jewish foster-mothers. 

The Brighton and Hove Passover Canteen Fund, who 
made the arrangements, was under the direction of Mr. A. 
Rosenbloom and Mrs. S. Curwen, the Presidents of the 
local Men’s and Women’s Lodges of B nai B'rith. Mr. C. 
Taylor, the non-Jewish Headmaster of Christian Street 
L.C.C. School (which is now evacuated to Coombe Road

Jewish Defence 


FASCISTS BEFORE THE 
MAGISTRATES 


Last week, at Old Street Police Court, Elsie Marjory 
Steele, 22, married, of 73, Elm Park Avenue, Stamford Hill, 
was charged under the Public Order Act with using insulting 
words whereby a breach of the peace might have been 
occasioned. 

Giving evidence, Station Inspector White stated that 
accused had said: “ Hitler turned out the rotten Yids from 
Germany. Think of their country in two or three hundred 
years’ time under international government. No unemploy- 
ment, no rotten Jews. Just think of being able to take a 

nny bus ride to Stamford Hill to buy fish which has not 
~— fingered, smelt, and breathed over by fat Jewesses.” 
Witness also related a number of insulting remarks which 
he alleged accused had made concerning leaders of the 
Government, including Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. Churchill. 

The Magistrate (Mr. Metcalfe) fined the accused £5 or 
fourteen days’ imprisonment and bound her over for six 
mgnths in one surety of £5. 


Collecting for a Pogrom 


At the same Court, Lawrence Flockhart, 19, a ware- 
houseman, of Sutton Dwellings, City Road, was charged 
with a similar offence. According to the police statement, 
accused had walked round with a collecting box after a 
Fascist meeting and had said: “Help to make a Jewish 
pogrom.” Accused was fined £5 or one month's imprison- 
ment and was bound over in the sum of £10 for twelve 
months. It was revealed that Flockhart had previous con- 
victions for pasting bills, using insulting words and be- 
haviour, defacing a wall, and obstructing the police. 
Subsequently Lockhart came before the magistrate and, in 
view of his circumstances, the fine of £5 or one month was 
reduced to twenty shillings or seven days. 


Former Offender Bound Over 


Last week at Tottenham Police Court, Frederick Arthur 
Young, 40, a fish curer, of 10, Herbert Road, Walthamstow. 
was charged with using insulting language. He was stated 
to be a well-known Fascist speaker, who had served a 
month's imprisonment for a similar offence. The Chairman 
said that the justices would try a different method, as prison 
did not seem to have taught him anything. He would be 
bound over in the sum of £20 to be of good behaviour for 
two years. 


MOSLEY’S PARLIAMENTARY CANDIDATE 
“A Bunger-up of Keyholes 


At Hull Police Court on Monday, John William Charniey. 
of Morpeth Street, Spring Bank, Hull, local secretary of 
Mosley’s British Union of Fascists, a journeyman baker and 
prospective Fascist Parliamentary candidate for East Hull, 
was summoned under the Public Order Act. He was 
charged with committing malicious damage to a lock at a 
shop in Anlaby Road, and with using threatening, abusive. 
and insulting behaviour in a public place. He was repre- 
sented in Court by Mr. Geoffrey G. Gush, of London. 
Charniey, in evidence, denied that he used paint on windows 
and said all he did was to put plastic wood into the key- 
holes of two shops. Mr. Gush said that there had been 
previous convictions against Charnley for wearthg a uniform 
contrary to the regulations, for fly posting, and for chalking 
on pavements. He asked, however, for leniency. Charnley 
was fined a total of £17 14s. or forty-one days’ imprison- 
ment. The charges were so serious, that if Charnley did 
not pay, the sentences would be consecutive. Charniey 
agreed to pay at the rate of £3 per month. 


Ex-Fascist Who Visited Germany 


At West Ham on Monday, Charles Max Sakritz, of 
Margery Park Road, Forest Gate, E., was sentenced to a 
month's hard labour and fined £10 for damaging a “ Don't 
Help the Enemy” poster. Sakritz, it was stated, though a 
British subject, had pro-Nazi sympathies. Fascist and Nazi 
emblems, copies of Mosley’s AcTION and of the Dairy 
WorKER, anti-Semitic literature, and British and German 
ere were found at the lodgings of accused. He was 
ormerly a member of a Fascist party. He visited Germany 
just before the war to see relatives. Sakritz, who is thirty 
years old, was described as a tailor. 


Fouling a Wall 


Arthur Judge and Henry Eaton, both of Stepney, were 
bound over at Thames Police Court on Monday for 
damaging a painted wall at Poplar Borough Electricity 
Station. It was stated that they were Fascists and that 
the words “ Jew war” and the Fascist “flash in the pan” 
sign had been written in black crayon, doing damage to the 
value of thirty shillings. 


Mosley Fascist “ Conchy ” 


At the Leeds Conscientious Objectors’ Tribunal last week. 
a member of Mosley’s Fascists, E. A. Dunn, described as an 
automatic engineer of Sheffield, appeared on behalf of 
another Fascist, Ernest Sanderson (twenty-three), of 
Kearsley Road, Sheffield, who said that as a member of 
the British Union he objected to war service-on political 
grounds. While Sanderson was being questioned, Dunn 
continually interrupted and was rebuked by the judge. 
Later he left the court shouting “ Of course I can’t say any- 
thing for him; this is a court of liberty.” The judge 
remarked: “ You see the type of men they samragantestty 
hopeless. You can’t argue with them.” Sanderson was 
removed from the register without qualification.

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FASCIST DISRUPTERS IN FERTILE 
FIELD 


Political Capital from Small Traders’ 
Difficulties 


INSIDIOUS SUGGESTIONS OF 
STATE CORRUPTION 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Thousands of London traders have been hard hit by the 
war; and the British Union of Fascists have not been slow 
to take advantage of this. 

Last Sunday afternoon, a special meeting for “sho 
keepers, travellers, and businessmen” was held at t 
Denison Hall, Vauxhall Bridge Road, S.W. It was organised 
by the British Traders’ Bureau. This is a body which is 
intimately connected with the B.U.F. Peter Heyward, the 
Hon, Organiser, contributes a weekly article to ACTION, and 
in his propaganda stresses that Mosley and the B.U.F. are 
the only allies of the small trader. 

There were about 100' people present in the hall, the 
majority of them consisting of lower middle-class small 
shopkeeper type. There was a sprinkling of lads, some of 
them from Bethnal Green. The usual Fascist literature was 
on sale at a small table in the hall. 


Corporate ‘State” Advocated 


Heyward spoke first for about fifty minutes. He outlined 
the aims and objects of his Bureau, and pointed out how 
the position of the small trader had become more acute in 
the last seven months, that is, since the outbreak of war. 
He alleged that his Bureau was a purely voluntary organisa- 
tion, and existed only to defend the interests of the small 
trader. He advocated the formation of Corporations (on 
Fascist lines), and urged those present to push that idea in 
their own Organisations. 

He sneered at those who believed that this was a war for 
the defence of small nations, and asked: “ Why not for the 
defence of the small trader?” 


A Mosleyite Tub-Thumper 


This speech was wel] received, but without much 
enthusiasm. The applause. was reserved for J. W. L. 
Shepherd, who is a member of the B.U.F. and was—and 
for all I know still is—the Fascist leader in Islington. In 
tub-thumping style, he took up a clear anti-alien and anti- 
Jewish .attitude. He began by pretending to show what he 
alleged were links between the large combines and “ alien ” 
and “alien Jewish” interests, and declared: “As in the 
last war, while our boys are fighting, refugees set up and 
steal their trade.” 

The Conservative, Liberal, and Labour Parties had shown, 
he declared, that they did not care two hoots for the small 


trader, and he went on to “expose big business interests ” 
in Government and Parliament. “Look around you and 
you will soon find the party which does consider the interests 
of the small trader,” he said. 

_ He did not specify the party, but the following appears 
in a pamphlet, “ Shopkeepers at War,” by Peter Heyward, 
which was on sale for one penny at the meeting: . 

“ Shopkeepers, however, are not without allies, for among 
the ordinary people of Britain, decent feeling and love of fair 
play is still very much alive. Betrayed by Financial Democracy, 
spurned by Conservatives, laughed at by the Labour Party, the 

ritish small trader has yet found for himself a champion, a man 
of the people who believes in the people, who believes in Britain 


and is giving his all that Britain once more may live. That man 
is Oswald Mosley.” 


The meeting was, on the whole, quite successful, as a well- 
supported collection showed. The organisers were very 
clever in their appeal to the traders. 

First, they plausibly related all immediate questions—the 
war, refugees, evacuation, the Budget, rationing, etc.—with 
the bg my of the small shopkeeper. Secondly, they empha- 
sised the alleged purely propagandist and voluntary nature 
of the British Traders’ Bureau, and did not mention Fascism 
as such, or National Socialism. Fascist notions were put 
over by descriptions of the work of “ Corporations.” 
Thirdly, an anti-alien and anti-Jewish note was kept to the 
fore, but not harped upon. An instance of this latter 
occurred at question time, when in reply to someone who 
asked whether the police were allowed to stop the distribu- 
tion of a certain leaflet, Heyward said that there was nothing 
in it to which the police could object, and added: 

“It looks as if it would be better to spend our time not 
against the aggression of the Gestapo in Berlin but against 
the Jewstapo in London.” , 

This clever Fascist propaganda is being disseminated in 
fertile soil. It must be countered; and perhaps the best 
method of doing this is by the common membership of 
Jewish and non-Jewish traders in traders’ organisations. The 
successes of the Tenants’ Defence Leagues in countering anti- 
Semitism are an instance of the way in which joint action 
by Jew and non-Jew on common problems is necessary. 


THE WALL-SLOGAN PEST 
Wembley Mayor’s Action 


The Rev. P. Selvin Goldberg recently discussed with 
the Mayor of Wembley (Alderman Malcolm Camp- 
bell, J.P.) the question of the anti-Semitic slogans which 
had been painted in many parts of the borough of 
Wembley. 

In a letter to the Minister, the Mayor writes: “I strongly 
deprecate the contemptible practice of painting abusive 
slogans on buildings and walls. I have this morning arranged 
for the Borough Engineer to take immediate steps to remove 
the signs from buildings and walls owned by the Council. 
Unfortunately, it is not possible for the Council's officers 
to enter upon private property, and | am afraid this must 
be left to the individual owners and the police. You may 
be sure that the police are doing their utmost to stop the 
practice.” 


BIBLICAL PATTERNS OF SOCIAL 
JUSTICE 


Under the joint auspices of the Ben Uri Jewish Art 
Gallery and the Jewish Free Reading Room, Mr. Andrew 
MacLaren, M.P., gave recently an address on “ Social 
Justice.” The Mayor of Stepney, Councillor F. R. 
Lewey, J.P., presided. 

Mr. MacLaren declared that the greatest and most difficult 
of all arts was the art of just government, and defined 
social justice as the free use by every individual of the four 
elements which are essential to man’s existence: air, sun- 
shine, water, and land. All subversive manifestations 
within and between States could be traced to social 
injustice. Israel ought to be proud, he said, that the Bible 
and the rabbinical precepts proclaimed the equality of 
all men in the fatherhood of God. The Mosaic land law 
and the Jubilee year were patterns of social justice which 
might be copied by modern States to the advantage of their 
citizens. He appealed to the Jews to uphold the laws and 
traditions of their forefathers and to set an example to. the 
rest of mankind.

ORAZIO SURVIVORS IN CHILE 


Italian Crew Desert Ship 
JEWISH CAPITAL FOR S. AMERICA? 


Jewish emigrants, survivors of the Italian s.s. Orazio, 
which burnt and sank in the Mediterranean in January, 
arrived in Chile on board the s.s Augustus. 

The Italian shipping company reimbursed the 
survivors $53 all told for their lost luggage; they had to 
sign statements that by paying this amount the company 
had fulfilled all obligations towards them. The loss 
even of the poorest emigrants exceeded by far the sum 
paid, since the luggage represented all their belongings. 

One of the passengers, M. Rada, twenty-three-year- 
old ex-lieutenant of the Czechoslovak Army, who was 
rescued together with his thirty-four-year-old brothe: 
after they had spent twenty-one hours on board the 
burning Orazio, relates the following incident: 


Luggage Lost 


“A few hours before the fire broke out, the Orazio was 
stopped by a French torpedo boat, and some forty German 
nationals, including refugees, were taken off. The officers 
of the French boat demanded the luggage of the Germans. 
too, but the Italian captain declared: *I haven't got time 
for that,” and insisted-@n his refusal in spite of the refugees’ 
pleading. Soon afterwards everything was burnt.” 

The new arrivals in Chile report that the majority of the 
Italian crew, all but thirty hands, officers, and the captain, 
seized the first three lifeboats to save themselves, comforting 
the passengers with assurances. (The boats capsized later 
and most of the sailors were drowned.) The passengers did 
not dare to complain before they arrived in South America. 
because they feared they would not get away from Italy if 
they said anything. The details of the catastrophe were 


_repressed by the Italian Press censorship. 


More immigrants to Chile may be expected The 
important. conservative right-wing paper Et IMPARCIAL, of 
Santiago. reports on its front page that a group of European 
Jewish capitalists have submitted a plan to the Chilean 
Government to transfer all their capital to Chile before 
they settle. According to Et ImparciaL, a Government 
Commission has been set up to consider the scheme. The 
Commission is reported to consist of a Chilean Ambassador 
in Europe. a high military personage, another high official. 
and Sefor Don Leon Subercaseaux, attache to the Chilean 
Ambassador in London, as Secretary 


Catholic Paper Attacks Jews 


Et. Diarto Itustrrapo, Catholic organ in Santiago, prints 
on its tront page a report headed “ Jewish emigrants hoard 
small change for speculation purposes,” alleging that a 
shortage of 10 and 20. centavo coins was caused by the 
Jewish enugrants who hoarded these nickel coins because 
the metal value was higher than the legal value. The 
Chilean National Bank, Banco Central de Chile, denied these 
allegation in a circular which was printed the following 
day in almost all dailies. 

\ big campaign has been launched to raise one million 
pesetas among the Jews of Chile for the aid of war victims 
and the development of Palestine. 


THE POLISH APPEAL 


How the Council Will Function 


A PERMANENT BODY? 
[From our Special Correspondent) 


The appeal for Polish Jewry is to be launched in May 
by a newly constituted body, the Council for the Relief 
of Polish Jewry. There are to be ten members on the 
Council: five from the Board of Deputies, three from the 
Polish Jewish Refugee Fund, and two from the Ort-Ose. 
An independent Chairman has still to be chosen; and it is 
hoped that this will not prove too difficult. 

(he Council will function for as long as the Board of 
Deputies considers it advisable. But I understand that it 
is very likely that it will become a permanent body-—or, at 
any rate, will function so long as Polish Jewry needs reliet. 

The Council will be the sole authority with regard to the 
collection and allocation of moneys, but, so far as possible, 
both in collection and distribution, the present resources of 
the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund and the Ort-Ose will be 
employed. 

Neither of these last-mentioned organisations will be 
permitted to carry out any independent fund-raising activity 
during the period of the Appeal. The proceeds of any 
special collection or function, to which the Council has given 
assent, organised by either body will go into the funds of 
the Council. Thus all relief will be concentrated. 

£100,000 is aimed at. I shall not be at all surprised, 
however, if the Appeal is not closed when that figure ts 
reached. 


M.P.s’ APPEAL TO PUBLIC 
‘* Don’t Condemn Them to Loneliness !”’ 


An appeal to the British people to show sympathy and 
friendship to refugees has been issued by the Parliamentary 
Committee on Refugees. 

‘If instead of treating the refugees as our natural allies 
we regard them with hostility and suspicion, harp on their 
racial origin, and condemn them to loneliness or association 
only with those as unhappy as themselves, we may 
precipitate the very danger we fear,’ the appeal states. 

“ By doing this we force them .to think of themselves 
as ‘Germans first’ (or Austrians, Czechs, or Jews), to brood 
on their real or supposed grievances, and to believe in such 
nonsense as that this is “a capitalists’ war, and so on.” 

The appeal is signed by Major Victor A. Cazalet, Presi- 
dent of the Committee, and Mr. R. J. G. Boothby, the Hon. 
R. D. Denman, Miss Eleanor Rathbone, Colonel Josiah 
Wedgewood, and Mr. H. Graham White.

Making Refugees Feel at Home 


THE WORK OF THE BRITISH YOUTH 
PEACE ASSEMBLY 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


British youth is cultivating better relations with the 
young people from Central Europe. Bonds which no 
tyrant will be able to break are resolutely being forged 
by—to use the Bishop of Chichester’s phrase—these 
* ambassadors of unity.” 

Mr. E. D. Hunt, the General Secretary of the Relief 
and Refugee Council of the British Youth Peace 
Assembly, gave me some details of the work along 
these lines which was being done. The patrons of the 
Council are the Archbishop of York, the Rev. Henry 
Carter, Sir Wyndham Deedes, Mr. D. N. Pritt, M.P., 
and Miss Eleanor Rathbone, M.P. 

There are in this country, Mr. Hunt éxplained, about 
26.000 young refugees from Central Europe between the 
ages of ten and twenty-five. They have formed themselves 
into three main groups, which are in regular contact with 
his Council. They are: the Free German Youth, which 
is an organisation which grew up in Prague among the 
refugees in that city. It has groups in many countries. 
In England, there are sections in all the principal towns 
as well as individual members. They issue a weekly dupli- 
cated bulletin, which has a circulation of over 750. Young 
Austria was established in September, 1939, as the united 
youth movement of young Austrians in this country. They 
issue a fortnightly paper, which has a circulation of 600. 
Young Czechoslovakia is described as “a League of 
Nations.” for it includes Germans, Czechs, Slovaks, 
Hungarian Ruthenians, and Ukrainians. Owing to the 
language difficulties, a regular paper has not yet been 
produced 


Plight of Domestic Workers 


The war has raised very serious problems for these young 
refugees. Many thousands of the girls came to this country 
on “domestic permits,” and had no resources apart from 
the pocket-money and the home that their jobs provided. 
With the outbreak of war, the refugee maidservant was 
usually the first economy. Thousands were thrown out 
of work because their employers were called up, or 
evacuated. or even because there was no desire to have 
“enemy aliens” in the house. Some were evacuated with 
the household, but that raised new problems. In the city, 
the refugee is rarely entirely friendless, there are alwev: 
some compatriots within reach. But in the country, cut 
off from friends and home, the strain and isolation can 
become unbearable. 

Some refugees have also found employment in industry 
But they are neither strongly organised nor sufficient! 
independent to be able to resist any attempts to exploit 
them 

Fringing Refugee and Britisher Together

lems. sani Mr. Hunt, “ by bringing refugee and Britisher 
together in every possible way.

And by indissolubly linking ourselves with the youth of 
Central Europe whom we have with us now we are forming 
the strongest of foundations for future happiness.”

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


AFTER THE WAR 


‘The view in some quarters that the Jewish problem 
will be solved as a result of the outcome of the war is 
contested by a writer in HAsHomMer Harzair (Tel-Aviv). 

The disappearance of the evil of Nazism will certain! 
be a tremendous step forward, but it is a delusion to think 
that it will be a substantial contribution to the solution of 
the Jewish problem, he says. When the day of reckoning 
with the Nazis comes, he goes on, the terrible destruction 
of millions of Jewish people will be revealed as never 
before. It will be seen that the fundamental homelessness 
of Jewry remains unaltered. It will also be realised that 
the temporary alleviation of the lot of a small section of 
these homeless Jews cannot affect the main position. Nor 
would the establishment of temporary homes in different 
parts of the world diminish the tragic position of the Jews. 

In the circumstances, it is of the utmost importance, the 
writer concludes, to impress all with the idea that the only 
lasting solution to the Jewish problem is the consolidation 
of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. Intense poli- 
tical enlightenment within and without Jewry is the 
imperative need of the moment. Such political activity is 
certainly very difficult in time of war. Nevertheless. this 
is no justification for the lack of initiative and the com- 
parative silence noticeable in Zionist quarters.

“A SPIRITUAL GIANT” 


When Dr. Simon Bernfeld diced at the advanced age 


of over eighty years, a genuine sense of loss was felt in 
Jewish learned circles. 


A writer in the Toc (New York) characterises him as a 
‘spiritual giant” and says that Dr. Bernfeld was one of 
the few Jewish scholars who could be described as a 
“walking encyclopedia,” one of the Galician Jews who 
had enriched Jewish history and Jewish learning with 
great classical works. He was not only a scholar and a 
thinker but a distinguished publicist and journalist who was 
as exact in his views on current matters as in his studies of 
. Jewish history. It is not surprising, the writer adds, that 
Dr. Bernfeld enjoyed the confidence of the great Jewish 
poet, Jehuda Leib Gordon, who entrusted him with a 
document on his attitude towards Chibbath Zion to be 
published after his (Gordon's) death and that similar con- 
fidence was shown him by Achad Ha’am, who for a time 
left the editorship of HasHILOACcH in his hands. For apart 
from his intellectual qualities, Dr. Bernfeld had the dis- 
tinction of being objective and tolerant to the views of 
opponents, qualities rather rare among writers. 


= 
PALESTINE’S ABSORPTIVE CAPACITY 


In an article in HAOLAM (Jerusalem), a well-known 
agricultural expert expresses resentment at the frequent 
estimates given by Jewish and non-Jewish persons with 
regard to the economic absorptive capacity of Palestine. 

The time has come, he says, when no more declarations 
on this subject should be made, because they are mostly 
misleading and only confuse the issue. The fact is that 
the area of*Palestine is considerably larger than is usually 
estimated in official accounts. There can be no doubt, he 
writes, that the possibilities for further cultivation in 
Palestine offer greater opportunities than stated by the 
authorities, who are by no means objective when presenting 
official figures. It is not known, perhaps, to the outside 
world that the population of Palestine is a very much 
shrunken one when compared with former days—in days 
of old the number of inhabitants was three times as large 
as now. 

The writer states further that other countries similar in 
natural and geographical conditions and in area have much 
larger populations than Palestine. He points out that the 
population of Palestine can reach a figure of at least five 
million without any difficulty. Even that number would be 
less than the population of Holland, which is of no larger 
size and contains about 64 million people, and that of 
Belgium, with its population of 9 million.

BROTHERS AND COLLEAGUES 


The death of the Rev. Jacob Phillips, of Manchester, calls 
to mind a rare occurrence in the Ministry, that of two 
brothers as colleagues in the same Synagogue. It was in 
Port Elizabeth, South Africa, where Mr. Phillips was 
Minister, and his younger brother, the Rev. Lewis Phillips 
(now of Liverpool) was Reader. Each was created a 
Justice of the Peace—Jacob for Port Elizabeth and Lewis 
for Pretoria, where he had become Minister. In 1917, 
Lewis succeeded the Rev. John S. Harris as Reader at 
Princes Road, Liverpool (where he became Minister in 
1933). Jacob's career brought him near to his brother in 
Manchester, so that they never remained far from each 
other.

WAR-TIME FARE 


Interesting Dishes from Old Potatoes 


Potato Pancakes 

Grated raw potato, 1 pt. 
Flour or matzo meal, 

tablespoonful. 
Baking powder, 4 teaspoonful. 

PEEL potatoes very thinly and leave to 
cook in cold water for a few hours. Grate 
and drain; season well with salt and pepper; 
and add flour, baking powder, and lightly 
beaten eggs. Drop in spoonfuls on a well- 
greased frying pan and brown on both sides. 
Serve with apple sauce or grated cheese or 
cheese sauce. > 


Egg and Potato Luncheon Dish 


Four hard-boiled eggs. White sauce, } pt. 
Mashed potatoes, Salt, pepper, parsley. 

MASH potatoes free of lumps, season well, 
and moisten with milk and margarine. The 
white sauce should be rather thick, add a 
little chopped parsley if available, if not 
some onion juice, and slice the eggs into it. 
Line bottom and sides of a fireproof dish 
with potato purée, pour in égg mixture, and 
cover with potato. Bake in a quick oven 
till lightly browned. 


N.B.—This is also an excellent way of 
using up left-over cooked fish, smoked fillet 
being particularly good. Simply flake the

| fish and use in place of the eggs. 


Potato and Nut Croquettes. 


Potatoes, Ib. 
Grated onion, 

| teaspoonful. 
Minced nuts, 4 ozs. 


One egg. 

Chopped parsicy. 
Breadcrumbs. 
Seasoning, margarine. 


SCRUB potatoes and boil in their skins. 
When done, peel them and mash with a little 
margarine; add the yolk of the egg and nuts, 
and season to taste. Form into croquettes, 
brush over with beaten white of egg, roll in 
breadcrumbs, and fry a golden brown. 

N.B.—For a change add a spoonful or two 
of grated cheese to the mixture. 


Potato Scones 


Serve these as a change for breakfast. 
Sieve into a bowl four ounces of flour, one 
teaspoonful of salt, and one piled teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder; rub in two ounces of 
margarine, and add eight ounces of mashed 
potato. Mix thoroughly, and add enough 
milk to form a slack dough. Roll out to 
half an inch thick on a floured board, and 
cut into rounds. Bake on a greased tin in 
a hot oven for fifteen minutes. 


Potato Stuffing 
Hot mashed potato, Ib. Mixed herbs, 
Breadcrumbs, 2 ozs. 4 teaspoonful. 


Margarine, 14 ozs. One small onion. 
Chopped One egg. 
lt and pepper. 


Soak crumbs in cold water and squeeze 
dry; grate the onion and melt margarine: 
mix all ingredients thoroughly, adding a 


tablespoonful of chopped parsley when 
available. Use to stuff veal, lamb, or rolled 


ribs of beef. For veal, add a little lemon 
juice and grated lemon rind to the mixture. 


Savoury Stuffed Potatoes 


Cuoose large potatoes of uniform size, 
scrub quite clean; prick with a fork and 
bake in a moderate oven till soft (about one 
hour, but varying according to size), When 
cooked, cut through in halves, remove the 
pulp, carefully keeping the skin intact. 
Mash this pulp free of lumps, add a tea- 
spoonful of margarine to each potato, and 
season with salt and pepper. Add any of 
the following ingredients, smooth over with 
a wet knife, put a small knob of margarine 
on top, and return to the oven till hot 
through. Suggestions for fillings: 

1. Flavour with curry powder or mixed 
herbs. 

2. Grated cheese—I! tablespoonful to 
each large potato—sprinkle with grated 
cheese before reheating. 

3. Tomato purée—sprinkle with grated 
cheese. 

4. Flaked smoked. haddock, tinned 
salmon, or any fresh-cooked fish flavoured 
with anchovy sauce. Allow | tablespoonful 
of fish to each potato. 

5. Minced salt or smoked beef or tongue 
—allow | tablespoonful of meat, 4 teaspoon- 
ful each of chopped parsley and dripping to 
each potato. 

6. As No. 5, but substitute a little finely 
chopped and lightly fried onion for the 
parsley. 

For a more substantial dish, place a neatly 
poached or steamed egg on top of each half- 
potato.

IN THE AIR FOR NINE HOURS 
Palestine Gliding Record 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Yet another Palestinian gliding record was set up at 
Haifa when Asher Breyer, aged twenty-three, of the Tel- 
Aviv Aero Club, remained in the air in his motorless plane 
for 9 hours 10 minutes, thus establishing the record for the 
“Fortnight of Soaring.’ Cups and other prizes were 
presented by Mr. D. W. Gumbley, the Palestine Director of 
Civil Aviation. All the organisers and participants were 
Jews. 

The Tel-Aviv Aero Club gained 192 points and received 
a cup. Contestants who were given awards included Meir 
Stoll, Ernest Rappoport, Isaac Hennenson, Asher Breyer, 
and Shlomo Brenner. 

Another contest is to be held shortly, when prizes of £P100 
and £P75 each are to be awarded by local companies for 
the best gliders constructed in Palestine. 


BEATRICE CLUB’S WAR-TIME WORK 


After listing the many pre-war activities, the annual 
report, just issued, of the Beatrice Club for Working Girls, 
London, W., states that the Club was reopened three days 
after the declaration of war and has been meeting on two 
evenings a week and on Sunday afternoons. “~The 
Borough,” continues the report, “strutted the basement, 
which enables us to have air-raid protection for thirty-eight 
people. . . . Several girls have been evacuated with their 
school or employment, but we have kept in touch with 
them by home visiting and correspondence. 

“In October we found that a number of play centre 
children were in London .. . and we opened a morning 
and afternoon school for sixty children from five to four- 
teen years old. . . .

**Give Us This Day” 


The Unlovely Dole 


_ This play at the Torch Theatre, by Walter Greenwood, 
is a dramatisation of his novel “ His Worship the Mayor.” 
No one who has read the book or has seen the play which 
made Mr. Greenwood famous, “ Love on the Dole,” will 
expect anything but deep sincerity from this author. 


_ But as this dramatisation works out, one is left with the 
impression that the author is driven to creating devils to 
express his hatred of evil. The finest system, the most kindly 
conceived administrative machinery, in the hands of men 
such as Mr. Greenwood depicts his Public Assistance Com- 
mittee would become a scourge to those whom it was intended 
to benefit. That the author is writing with a deeply felt 
purpose there is no doubt. All the greater pity that the horse 
runs away with its gallant rider and points his lance against 
what, in the circumstances, are little better adversaries than 
windmills—the beastliness to be found in varying degrees in 
many men. 

The dramatic arrangement of the story and the laying out, 
so to speak, of the argument is not too happily conceived. 
Natural drama abounds in the tale but never gets a fair chance, 
arranged as it is. The author himself knows so much of the 
whole of his subject and the problem at its base that he 
forgets that this knowledge cannot condition the feelings of 
most of his characters—and into this error he seldom slipped 
in “ Love on the Dole.” 

The cast, including Edward Chapman, Drusilla Wills. Hilda 
Bruce-Potter, Marjorie Rhodes, Belle Chrystall, and Charles 
Williams, does very well. The play has been sensitively 
produced by Rollo Gamble. It is certainly a play deserving 
serious attention and commanding interest. 


Police Are Anxious” 
Crime Play With a Difference 


Mr. James Parish’s “ The Police Are Anxious,” which 
was presented at the Richmond Theatre this week, is a 
play about the killing of a man. But it 1s no ordinary 
crime play. 

Actually the plot, though providing a lively framework 
for the play, is not its chief merit. What ts so attractive ts 
the neat dramatic strength of the dialogue and its natural 
brightness, combined with a method of revealing the facts 
which builds up the climaxes with beautifully arranged 
tension while at the same time deepening the substance of 
the characters until they dominate the events. 

The play is enhanced by some very sincere acting from 
Wyndham Goldie. Barbara Couper discovers a sensitive 
perceptiveness which adds weight to the story, and there 1s 
effective work by Noel Hood. Altogether a. satisfying 
evening's entertainment. GI 


MUSIC 
FAMOUS WARSAW CONDUCTOR 


Gregor Fitelberg and the L.P.O 


A symphony concert in aid of the Polish Relief Fund, 
at which his Excellency Count Raczynski was present, 
brought Gregor Fitelberg, the famous Warsaw conductor, 
to the Queen's Hall to take charge of the London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra. Included in the programme was one 
Polish work, by Kondracki, a “ Marche des Soldats,” built 
up on certain popular Polish soldiers’ songs and cleverly 
exploiting disharmony to give the effect of soldiers heard 
singing along a road. 

A young Polish violinist, Josef Hassid, played 
Chaikovsky'’s Concerto, and revealed a remarkable technical 
equipment, which managed all the difficulties with ease. 
That maturity was lacking is natural, for Hassid is only 
sixteen. But there ts no doubt of the beauty and purity 
of his tone and the perfection of his bowing and fingering; 
he is well on the way to greatness. Fitelberg handled 
Chabrier’s “Gwendoline” overture with fire and the 
Kondracki with understanding. It was also particularly 
good to hear the Polish National Anthem played as an 
inspiring march, instead of a slow tempo waltz. 


MOZART'S L°'OCA DEL CAIRO” 


An event of great interest to the musical world is the 
forthcoming performance at the Sadlers Wells Theatre in aid 
of the British Red Cross Society, of Mozart's Oca Del 
Cairo.” This opera was found among the dead musictan’s 
effects, its completion having been prevented because Mozart 
and the librettist failed to agree. Since Mozart's death, several 
adaptions have been made, one by an Italian musician which 
enjoyed a considerable vogue. The present arrangement, by 
Dr. H. F. Redlich, has been given at Salzburg, but the forth- 
coming Sadlers Wells performance wil! be the first in this 
country. It will be conducted by Dr. Frederick Berend, and 
he and the majority of the cast are refugces who have been 
famous in most of the European opera houses. The producer, 
Mr. Jan Van Loewen, has produced opera in Germany, 
Austria, and Rome.
